Parents of Otto Rozell 
ceive Letter Dated 
July 14 


ORANGE, Aug. IT.—The following 
letter from Otto Rozell to 
a 
friend 
here was written from France, July 
14th, seven days before he received 
his fatal wound while inaction with 
the Marines. 
His letter, which does not divulge 
his exact location, further than to in­ 
dicate that he was in the Marne drive, 
sets forth with characteristic vigor his 
impressions and purposes developed 
while waging war on the Hun. It shows 
that he was five weeks in the front 
lines before he fell, enduring the ex­ 
treme hardships of a big offensive but 
remaining undaunted and unshaken in 
his purpose of going the limit. Ile was 
fatally wounded July 
21, 
his 
20th 
birthday. 
' i ’m going to stay here until they 
bump me off or until it is all over. I’ve 
got started right now and those are 
the only things that will stop me.”

The more I see of those 
brutes the worse I get. Our division 
knocked out three complete German 
divisions. 
I have learned a whole lot 
in the last few weeks. My ideas of war 
are entirely different than they were 
before I got into the thick of it. I’m 
going to stay here until they bump 
me off or until it's all over. I've got 
staited right and those are the only 
things that will stop me. 
“France is a beautiful country but 
it is badly wrecked around here. Have 
been sleeping on the hard ground for 
six weeks straight, rain or shine. It 
is raining today. 
Today is Sunday. 
Next Sunday is my birthday. 
I hope 
the sun shines at-least. Will probably 
be back in the front lines by then (hr 
was wounded that day. his birthday). 
We are out now for a few days’ rest. 
While up in front we only get one meal 
a day but that was nothing to some of 
the things we put up with. We were 
lucky to get anything at all. Dead Ger­ 
mans lying around us, who had been 
dead wiien we first entered that sec­ 
tor. 
You can imagine what 
it 
was 
like. 
The first few nights I saw a1! 
kinds of things but soon got used to 
it because I had to. 
“I silent my Fourth this year in a 
dugout keeping out 
of 
the way of 
shrapnel. 
There was plenty of noise 
and hanging hut I would rather have 
put it in on some dance floor, ‘no 
fooling.’ 
"I had one hath in the last month 
and that was the other day. I took a 
good swim in the River 
Marne.

would like to tell you what sector I 
am in hut am not allowed to, but ir 
you have seen in the papers what the 
Marines have been doing you can tell 
where I am. 
“I Jiave been through one real bat­ 
tle right out in the open. No trenches 
to get in. I am here to tell you that 
one American is as good as three 
Boches* 
“Write and tell me about every­ 
thing; how’ things ended up at school 
this year. I have not heard from home 
for two months. 
‘‘There are two other Californians 
in the company besides myself. 
It 
was kind of hard for . me at first but 
it is jake n<%\. 
A fine bunch of fel­ 
lows. We have great times entertain­ 
ing ourselves. 
“My new address Is “74th Company.

News that should interest the world, but doesn’t, you 
find in four lines of yesterday's weather story: 
“Bloomington, 111., Aug. 7.—Mrs. Benjamin Sweet, a 
farmer's wife, died of heat prostration today while pre­ 
paring dinner for twenty-five harvesters.” 
Only four lines in the weather story, but many lines 
in the dead woman's face. She literally worked her life 
out to help pay for the farm, take care of the children 
as they came along, never neglecting husband or farm. 
She w’as cooking and waiting on twenty-five harvest­ 
ers when she died at her task—helping to feed the army 
of this country and of the world. Did not that woman 
live a life as useful, die a death as courageous, as any 
man? 
What do you think of the United States senators 
who can look at the body of that dead woman as the 
harvesters lift it from the farm house floor and then say 
she was not fit to vote, to share in the government of 
the nation to whose work and prosperity she gave her 
life? 


Bud Flivver’s Observations 


Napoleon used to say that if he won the first 
battle of a campaign, he was sure of winning the 
campaign. 
It was not mere superstition, either. 
To {teat the enemy in the first clash of arms is “a 
good omen’’ largely because the initial success in­ 
spires confidence. 
It makes the commander more 
sure of himself and his troops, and it gives the troops 
themselves the spirit that breeds victories. 
lf there is anything in this theory, the outlook 
for the American army is certainly bright. 
Our 
first skirmish with the Germans was a neat little 
victory. 
Our fir>t real battle was a notable triumph. 
From the moment when our army may Ik* said to 
have actually entered the war, in the middle of July, 
there has been nothing but one continuous series of 
American victories 
( >ur troops, hitting at the apex 
of the German salient at the Marne, stopped the 
Hun drive at its point of greatest menace, nearest 
Paris, and in two weeks’ fighting drove that apex 
back 25 miles. 
They never failed to stop a German 
attack. 
They never failed to take any objective they 
started for. 
Their batting average is loo. 
The Americans did not do it alone, of course. 
W e recognize that the French, who outnumbered 
our men more than two to one in the great drive, 
deserve credit proportional to their numbers. 
That 
big advance in the center would have been impossible 
without the pressure of our allies on the side of the 
salient. 
But there is no argument over the credit of 
the achievement, where all fought as equals. 
The 
point is that the American army has acquired, from 
the start-off, a precedent and tradition of victory 
that is an invaluable military asset. 
To the natural 
fighting ability of the Yankees is now added a morale 
never surpassed in our history, and perhaps un­ 
equalled in Europe today. 
“W e licked em first crack." cry Pershing’s men 
exultingly. “Fritz is easier than we thought. 
Noth­ 
ing can stop us now." 
And just because they think 
so, nothing can stop them. 


TAKING THE KING'S FAVORS 


Have we got our democratic hat on straight, 
when we make no protests against King George's 
decorations of Generals Pershing, Bliss, March and 
Biddie and his more recept award of the Order of 
the Bath to Admirals Sims, Rodman and Strauss? 
As we understand it, such decoration is the pre­ 
rogative o f the king. 
If so, we have the active 
leaders of our democracy accepting favors from a 
king. 
If we are to have "Sir” admirals of navy and 
“Knight Commanders” of army, why not barons in 
the Senate. Counts in the House and His Majesty 
the President? 
W hy not Lord Baker instead of 
“Newt” ? 
Why not Marquis Daniels, instead of 
Josephus? 
These decorations are of and by autocracy and 
tainted with caste, and you can't get away from it. 
We don’t intend to be at all pro-German by men­ 
tioning it but it is an indisputable fact that, in this 
bloody business of promoting world-wide democracy, 
we are yoked up with half a dozen kings and a 
mikado “by divine right” ; and we can go too far 
in the matter of accepting favors based on that sort 
of “right”.

TUBERCULAR SOLDIERS 
FORM GREAT PROBLEM 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—The combined 
experience of England, France and 
Italy is enabling America to see “far­ 
ther than her nose”. 
One of the greatest after-war prob­ 
lems will be tuberculosis. 
In England, soldiers suffering from 
this disease are being discharge from 
the army in considerable numbers, 
and in view of this the American 
Red Cross is making a careful study 
of European methods of fighting the 
white plague. 
An interesting and important ex­ 
periment has been inaugurated by 
opening a cottage colony at Papworth 
Hall. Medical men estimate the aver­ 
age consumptive Soldier has less than 
a GO per cent capacity for work as 
compared with the healthy working­ 
man. In this experiment the author­ 
ities aim at supplementing the handi­ 
capped workers’s income with the 
other 50 per cent that he is nimble 
to earn, on the ground that without 
Miis subsidy the patient would go un­ 
der, slowly and painfully, after hand­ 
ing on the disease to the next genera­ 
tion. 
At the cottage colony patients will 
undergo treatment and at the same 
time work at a suitable trade, the 
principle being to subsidize the tu­ 
bercular labor. 
The American Red Cross is watch­ 
ing the experiment with great inter­ 
est, realizing that the privations and 
hadships of war are bound to tell on 
the strongest constitution; and when 
the boys come home this disease will 
in all probability be one of the great­ 
est problems with which the United 
States will have to cope.

Lesson for August 18. 
Acts. 2:41- 
47; 4:32-35; 6:2-4. 
Working in the 
church. 
The 
first 
distinctively 
Christian 
church was 
that 
organized 
by the 
apostles, under the direction of the 
Holy Spirit, at Jerusalem soon after 
the ascension of Christ. 
It should lie 
taken as a model. 
If is so easy for 
an individual, or a group of persons, 
unconsciously to drift away from an 
established standard of religion, each 
contending for some inconsequential 
party shibboleth, that it is important 
to make careful comparison to see 
that the organization with which one 
is identified is patterned after the 
original. 
Evidently that was an ef­ 
ficient church. 
It did things that were 
very much worth while. 
The secret 
of its success is not difficult to under­ 
stand. 
T here 
are 
txvo— and 
but 
two— 
phases of organized church activity. 
One is I he theory, and the other the 
practice. 
Perhaps one might also say, 
the worship and the work. 
And the 
two are closely related. 
“They continued steadfastly.”—V 41. 
Probably more failures in worthy un 
dertakings 
resr.lt 
from 
a 
lack 
of 
steadfastness titan from any other one 
thing. 
The success of everyone who 
has achieved anything of real value 
in life depended most of all on his 
perseverance. Nothing could turn him 
from a well-considered purpose. 
it is a sad confession to make, but 
the world is filii ot people w’ho were 
once regarded as worthy m em bers of 
the church. They professed to believe 
in “the apostles’ teaching.” Some of 
them were ministers of the gospel, 
and others filled official positions of 
various kinds. 
For no reason w hat­ 
ever, th at could justify them in do­ 
ing it, thev became unsteady in be­ 
lief and lax in conduct. 
Then failure 
for the individual followed and re­ 
proach came upon the cause with 
which they wore identified, and so 
they neutralized the power and in­ 
fluence of 
many exemplary 
people 
whose allegiance was to the same holy 
cause 
“The 
apostles’ 
teaching.”—v. 
41. 
Comparatively few people recognize. 
as fullv as they should, the value to 
them selves and others of faithful ad­ 
herence to “the apostles' teaching”. 
W hat one believes religiously gives 
origin and direction to the conduct 
as nothing cise can. 
It 
is a most 
fruitful source ofaction. 
Therefore 
the best—and only the best—should 
be 
accepted, and 
then 
the 
record 
should 
be, 
when 
life’s 
journey 
is 
ended, “ he continued steadfastly”. 
If 
so, at least two things truly could he 
included 
in 
the 
funeral 
oration: 
“Such steadfastness as he exemplified 
resulted in a beautiful character, and 
in a life of unselfish service." 
And 
after all,.what more could be desired? 
Some standard of religious ethics, 
rules or regulations is regarded as 
essential in founding a church. 
“The 
apostle^’ teaching" Avas what they had 
heard 
expounded 
by 
the 
Al aster, 
lienee the wisdom of promulgating 
and adhering to it. 
W hat a man be­ 
lieves he will put into practice. T h ere­ 
fore it is of vital importance that 
what he believes be true and of the 
highest order. 
Many sham eful things 
have been done religiously th at never 
would have been thought of had the 
apostles’ teaching been the recognized 
standard. 
“According as any man had need.”— 
v. 45. 
Any religion that does not re­ 
lieve distress, m inister to the needy 


and care tor the unfortunate lacks 
one essential element. 
No m atter at 
what expense of time and money, this 
must be done, it the church of today is 
true to the original type. 
T han this 
there is but one better practical thing 
for the church to do, and that is to 
use its ability to prevent need. 
As 
this is not always possible, then re­ 
lief must be promptly afforded and 
assistance continued till it no longer 
is necessary. 
If to do this efficiently 
“possessions and goods” must be sold 
to provide the means, then there is 
no other course to pursue. 
The need 
of food and 
raiment for the poor 
levies a direct tax on the wealth of 
the more fortunate. 
This is the es­ 
sence of Christianity. 
This the Jeru# 
salem church recognized, and acted 
accordingly. 
And this the church of 
today likewise must do— and it is do­ 
ing it. 
With well filled hands, it is 
reaching long arm s across the seas, 
and ministering at home as well. 
Too 
often, in the past, the church has 
failed when put to the test, and as 
a consequence a stigma of reproach 
has conte upon it. 
But it is now re­ 
deeming its reputation. 
“ With one accord . . . with gladness 
and singleness of heart.”—v. 46. 
As 
commendable as it is beautiful, is such 
unity and harmony. 
N o ,wonder this 
new 
church—this 
untried 
religious 
sect—was "having favor with ail the 
people.” 
It could not be 
otherwise, 
when "the multitude of them that be­ 
lieved were of one heart and soul.”

Gasoline and Oil

A recent issue of Federal Trade Information Service contains the follow­ 
ing news item with reference to the sale of gasoline and oil: 
"The W ar Industries Board authorizes the following: 
“The attention of the W ar Industries Board and the United States Fuel 
Administration has been called to the wide prevalence throughout the United 
States of a mistaken impression that some order or 
recommendation 
has 
been issued from Washington with respect to the sale of oil and gasoline. 
In some places, local automobile dealers’ associations have even issued cir­ 
culars laying down the rule that dealers in oil must make no sale of these 
products on Sundays and holidays or after 6 p. rn. on other days, and stating 
’it is now an order from Washington.’ 
"No such order or recommendation has been issued by any Government 
authority or with any Governmental approval. 
The Fuel Administration has 
urged that wasteful practices in the use of oil and gasoline be stopped and 
that ail reasonable and proper measures of conservation be observed. 
No 
limitations, however, have been placed upon the sale of these products. 
“ It is not intended to interfere in any way with the activities of automo­ 
bile dealers' associations or others who, after consideration of the local con­ 
ditions, may seek to bring about some limitation upon the hours during 
which oil and gasoline shall be sold to the public; but it is desired that it be 
clearly understood that no orders or recommendations have been issued by 
any Governmental authority upon this subject.”

considered in drafting the new rev­ 
enue bill than a tax of two cents a 
gallon was w ritten into the bill. 
In 
addition a heavy excise tax on pas­ 
senger cars, trucks and motorcycles 
has been added, and the prospect is 
anything but encouraging for the high 
cost of motoring. 
The tax on passenger cars, trucks 
and motorcycles is in the form of a 
federal license tax. 
Passenger cars 
and trucks are taxed by a graduated 
scale 
based 
on 
the 
original 
cost, 
while the tax on motorcycles is $5 
regardless of cost. 
The graduated tax, applying both to 
passenger cars and trucks, is esti­ 
mated 
to 
yield 
about $123,000,000 
annually and will be operated under 
the following schedule:

The tax on trucks is said to be 
tentative, and there is a probability 
of a lower scale to be arranged later 
for trucks only, owing to their utility.
